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Prejudice. 


(Dr. Tremaine Ward, Napanee, Onta- 
rio. ) 

The cows of this vicinity are mostly 
Ayrshire and Durham grades and the 
common cow of forgotten ancestry, 
which latter, when well grown, resem- 
bles the Devon. There are all sorts 
of mixture from indiscriminate breed- 
ing. 

The Holsteins are increasing in 
popularity but as yet are represented 
mostly by individuals of attenuated 
blood. 

The inspector of cheese making in- 
formed me that the milk received at 
the factories during the time of larg- 
est supply contains an average of 3.6 
per cent. of butter fat. 

Every one, who has made investi- 
gation, knows that pure-bred Hol- 
steins produce milk fully as good in 
that respect. My personal experi- 
ence, which is not extensive, would 
lead me to place the average amount 
of butterfat in milk from pure-bred 
Holsteins at 3.87 per cent. 

There is a widely prevailing idea 
that Holstoins give milk which is 
poor in butter fat. It is a common 
thing to hear a farmer say ‘The Hol- 
stein’s give a large flow. They are 
fine for the cheese factory but not 
good for butter making.” It is need- 
less to add that the man who talks in 
that manner, never made any investi- 
gation with the Babcock test; but 
what is the cause of this prejudice ? 

I do not know if the prejudice 
against black cows was ever general, 
but since childhood I have frequently 
heard it remarked, that a black cow 
gave poor milk. When a little fellow, 
and the milk supply was wholly cut 
off in mid-winter, my mother some- 
times gave the children bread with 
butter, salt and pepper and hot water, 
and called it “black cows milk.” 
She, my mother, is at present living 
with me, eighty-seven years old, and 
I have just asked her why the name 
was used. She says the name was 
not original with her, but adds “I 
never liked a black cow.” 

In explanation of this prejudice | 
submit the following observations. 

Judging milk by its color is a com- 
mon and natural error. Cream is 
yellowish (cream color). But some 
cream is much yellower than other, 
which fact is not always considered. 

The causes of variation in color of 
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cream are breed, feed, age and indi- 
vidual differences, which undoubtedly 
exist but difficult to recognize. 

The Holstein gives cream compar- 
atively white in color. When the 
Holstein is killed the fat is white. 
The Jersey gives very yellow cream 
and when killed the fat is golden 
color. 

I have some Angora goats that 
give milk which resembles cream 
from the separator, yet it is whiter 
than Holstein milk. 

It would be interesting to know 
the qualities of the pure black breeds 
in these respects ; perhaps some one 
who knows will tell us. 

Another fruitful source of error is 
the variations in rapidity of cream 
rising. It has been my experience to 
find Holstein milk much slower to 
part with the cream by ordinary 
means, other than the mechanical 
separator, than the milk of some 
other breeds. It is a fact that the 
fat globules are more uniform in size, 
than in the milk, of a few grade non- 
descript cows, which I examined, and 
1 have seen this mentioned as a 
cause of the slower rising. There 
may be some other properties of Hol- 
stein milk that make it slow to give 
up its cream. ‘This quality renders 
it valuable for consumption as whole 
milk and cheese making. 

I have mentioned some causes of 
prejudice which might be potent with 
very good honest people. 

There are other causes but they 
are inherent in the prejudiced. Such 
folks never like any thing new partic- 
ularly if their neighbor owns it.

The A BC of Feeding. 
T. L. HAECKER. 


In our last article it was shown, by 
taking the average daily nutrient con- 
tent of the ration fed during the win- 
ter, and deducting therefrom the 
nutrients needed for maintenance of 
the body, that the cows returned a 
pound of milk to .o5 of a pound of 
protein, .22 of a pound of car- 
bohydrates and .o18 of a pound of 
food fat. But the herd was composed 
of various breeds, some cows yielding 
on an average over 40 pounds of 
milk per day dnring the winter, while 
some gave only 15 pounds daily. 
Some gave milk containing as low as 
2.5 per cent butter fat, while some 
gave milk testing better than 6 per 
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cent butter fat. Some were heifers 
with first calf, while some were far 
down the shady side of lite. Under 
such circumstances it could hardly be 
expected that the average amount of 
each nutrient required for the whole 
herd would be applicable to each in- 
dividual in the herd. For, as has 
been shown by chemical analysis, 
milk testing 2.5 per cent butter fat 
contains 2.4 per cent protein and 4.7 
per cent carbohydrates, while that 
testing 5.5 per cent butter fat con- 
tains 3.5 per cent protein and 5 per 
cent carbohydrates. That is, the 
nutriment in milk is fairly measured 
by its fat content. From this we in- 
fer that a cow requires more nurient 
for the production of a pound of rich 
milk than she does for the production 
of one testing low in butter fat. But 
since we have the records of the in- 
dividual cows, we will let them tell 
the story. By taking the average 
daily nutrient content of the ration 
fed to each mature cow in the herd, 
and deducting therefrom the nutri- 
ment needed for maintenance of the 
body, and dividing the remainder by 
the daily average yield of milk we 
have the following : 


NUTRIENTS REQUIRED FOR I LB. OF MILK 
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From this we learn that we cannot 
expect to get the best results at a 
minimum cost by feeding cows simply 
according to their flow of milk. But 
a practical application of this infor- 
mation is to feed enough concentrates 
to each cow to maintain her milk 
flow. The chief benefit that is de- 
rived from scientific feeding, is econ- 
omy of production. By having the 
ration provide just the amount of 
each nutrient that the cow needs for 
the milk she is giving, nothing is 
wasted. But if she gets more of one 
kind of nutrient than she can make 
use of, the excess is wasted, either by 
passing the excess off in the feces. or 
she will convert it into body fat which 
is not needed and is not desirable, 
because each pound of gain in weight 
increases the amount of nutriment 
needed for maintenance of body. 

While it is not our purpose in this 
article to formulate any specific ration, 
as we are only dealing with funda- 
mental principlea in feeding, yet it 
may be well to give some idea in re- 
gard to the amount of gaain or meal 
requited in practical feeding. Some 
years ago, when grain and mill feed 
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was so cheap that a unit of digestible 
matter was cheaper in concentrates 
than it was in roughage, while such 
conditions existed we fed from ten to 
twenty lbs. of meal per day to a cow, 
and by so doing secured the largest 
yield at least cost. As years passed, 
grain and mill feed increased rapidly 
in price, and to adjust our feeding 
operations to the changed conditions, 
the meal was decreased and the 
roughage increased. In so doing the 
annual yield per cow was somewhat 
lessened but the cost of production 
was also kept at the minimum. Dur- 
ing the last three winters, rations 
have been fed ranging from 5 to 10 
Ibs., and averaged a trifle over 7 Ibs. 
per cow daily. The relative propor- 
tion between concentrates and rough- 
age that is to be fed, is gauged by 
their cost and the amount of grain 
that each cow gets is dependent upon 
her productive powers. We never 
feed more meal with a view of in- 
creasing the flow or quantity of milk 
as such efforts generally prove futile. 
A cow’s productive powers are indi- 
cated by her conformation and de- 
velopment in dairy function, and it is 
seldom that any material changes 
have to be made during the winter 
from the ration decided upon in the 
fall. In order to be able to adjust 
the feed to the actual needs of the 
cow one must have a knowledge of 
her dairy capacity both as to quantity 
and quality of product. Ifa herd of 
cows were fed uniformly 7 Ibs. of 
meal some would receive more and 
some less than they needed, and con- 
sequently some would shrink in milk 
and some get fat. In order to be in- 
formed in regard to what the cows 
are doing, the milk from each should 
be weighed at stated times covering a 
few days, and a composite sample of 
each cow’s milk tested for per cent of 
butter fat. If this is done, say the 
14th, 15th and 16th of each month 
and the average taken as the yield for 
the month, the yearly yield can be 
approximately calculated. A cow 
that gives from 300 to 350 lbs. of 
butter per year requires from 7 to 
7 1-2 pounds of meal during the win- 
ter, provided she comes fresh in the 
fall. Seven pounds of meal with the 
completement of roughage should be 
ample for from 20 to 23 lbs. of milk 
per day according to quality. The 
ration for such a cow should contain 
about 1 1-2 lbs. of protein, 12 Ibs. of 
carbohydrates and .5 of fat. It mat- 
ters little what the feed stuffs are so 
long as the nutrients are provided, 
about in the proportions _ stated. 
There is no special virtue in any of 
our ordinary feeds unless it is in oats, 
which seem as potent with a cow as 
with a horse. 

The manner in which the feeding 





is done has quite as much to do with 
getting the results desired as has the 
ration. The cows, too, should be 
specially adapted for dairy work and 
the man should also be a good dairy- 
man. Regularity in feeding and 
milking are prime requisites. The 
cows must be comfortable and con- 
tented. Variation in time of feeding 
and milking causes discontent and 
results in the shrinkage of milk. 
Feeding twice a day is enough; bet- 
ter than feeding sometimes twice and 
other times three times a _ day. 
There should be a regular daily 
routine which should not be varied 
during the winter. Neither should 
there be more changes in the ration 
than is absolutely necessary. It takes 
time for a cow to adjust herself to a 
ration and often in these periods of 
adjustment a shrinkage in the yield 
takes place which it is very difficult, 
and we might say almost impossible, 
to recover. Even so small a matter 
as changing a cow from one stall to 
another, or changing milkers_ will 
cause a decrease in the yield. Regu- 
larity in watering, is equally im- 
portant; the temperature of the 
water should be approximately 60 de- 
grees F. If it is colder some will 
fail to drink, and shrinkage in milk 
will take place. It is a good practice 
to stand by the tank while the cows 
are drinking and see that each one 
gets what she wants. 

Cows should come fresh in the fall. 
If the calf is dropped in the spring, 
great shrinkage in the flow of milk 
will follow during the summer, when 
unfavorable conditions obtain over 
which we have little control. Flies, 
short pasture and press of farm work 
invariably play havoc with the flow of 
milk, and by fall, you will have a lot 
of unprofitable strippers to board. If 
good winter quarters are provided 
and a liberal supply of roughage and 
some farm grains are grown, with 
cows fresh in the fall, a better and 
more profitable yield can be secured. 
With cows in full flow during stall 
feeding there is profit during the win- 
ter even if feed is expensive. Then 
we get better prices, and this is an 
additional reason that the largest 
yield should be at this season. Much 
attention should be given to each 
cow, especially as she approaches the 
time of calving. At this particular 
time, grooming and caressing have a 
wonderful effect. Have the cows 
fond of you and be with them much 
at this time. See that they are pro- 


vided with a comfortable box stall. 
See that the calf is removed the, 
first day, and don’t let her see you 
take it away. Go into the stall’ soon 
after the calf is removed, groom and 
caress her, and if she gets the idea 
that you are the calf, so much the

better. 
and if they are bestowed upon you 
she will have the desire to give you 
much milk. Do not hurry her back 
into her stall, but leave her in a com- 


fortable box stall a few days. She is 
in a feverish condition, her udder 
may be inflamed and the extra com- 
fort she gets in the box stali will be 
great relief to her. See that she has 
a bran mash, or oats on which some 
hot water has been poured and _al- 
lowed to stand for a time. Give such 
feed as bran and oats: until she re- 
turns to normal condition, which gen- 
erally requires about a week. Ob- 
serve the strictest regularity in all 
things, and see that nothing occurs 
which will check the daily increase 
in the flow of milk. At first she 
needs little feed, but much attention. 
As she decreases in weight of body, 
increase the feed gradually, but be 
careful not to increase it so rapidly 
that it has to be reduced; better that 
she should be short a pound than 
have a pound too much. See that 
the cows are comfortable and con- 
tented and never give them an outing 
at the expense of comfort. Feed 
mornings and evenings. They should 
all be in their stalls by eleven o’clock 
and from that time until three they 
should not be disturbed. They are 
in better condition for digesting food 
and elaborating milk when quietly at 
rest in stall and chewing the cud, 
than when wandering about the yard 
waiting to be let into the stable. ‘Too 
much stress has been placed upon 
feeding a so-called balanced ration, 
the kinds and combination of feeds, 
and too little upon the comfort of the 
cow, gentle treatment and strict reg- 
ularity— Farm, Stock and Home. 


Relation of Temperature to the 
Keeping Property ot milk. 


(From bulletin, recently issued by 
the Agricultural Experiment Station at 
Storrs, Conn. ) 

In one experiment, a sample of 
milk was divided into two parts. One 
was placed at a temperature of 50 de- 
grees, or a little below, and the other 
at 70 degrees or a little above. The 
lower temperature is that of an ice 
chest and the other that of an ordi- 
nary room. At 50 degrees the multi- 
plication of bacteria was five fold, at 
7o degrees 750-fold. 

Temperature has a great influence 
on the keeping property of milk. 
Milk kept at 98 degrees (heat of the 
cow’s body) will curdle in 18 hours, 
while the same milk kept at 70 de- 
grees will not curdle for 48 hours, 
and if kept at fifty degrees, the tem- 
perature of an ice chest, may some- 
times keep without curdling for two 
weeks or more. These figures show 
what a decided influence the dairy- 
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man can exert on the keeping of his 
milk by a lowering of temperature by 
only 20 degrees. 

For a short time after milk is 
drawn, the bacteria which are present 
fail to grow. After this preliminary 
period has passed, the bacteria begin 
to multiply. At a temperature of go 
degrees this preliminary period of 
no growth is very short, lasting only 
two to four hours, after which the 
bacteria develop with such an ex- 
treme rapidity that the milk is almost 
sure to sour in the course of 12 hours, 
or even less. In milk kept at a tem- 
perature of 70 degrees, this previous 
no-growth period lasts usually about 
six hours. After six hours the bac- 
teria multiply so fast that in the 
course of 12 hours they are always to 
be reckoned by millions, and the

time was 11.6 pounds, 5.7 only of 
which was digested. Consequently, 
at least, 57.2 pounds of the milk fat 
must have had some other source 
than the food fat. 

Third—The milk fat could not have 
come from previously stored body 
fat. This assertion is supported by 
three considerations. (1) The cow’s 
body could have contained scarcely 
more than sixty pounds of fat at the 
beginning of the experiment. (2) She 
gained forty-seven pounds in body 
weight during this period of time with 
no extra increase of body nitragen, 
and was judged to be a much fatter 
cow in the end. (3) The formation of 
of this quantity of milk fat would have 
caused a marked condition of emacia- 
tion, which, because of an increase of 
body weight, would have required

milk is almost sure to sour and curdle 
inside of 36 hours. 
Fat in Milk. 

The question, long mooted, as to 
where the fat in milk comes from, is 
discussed in a bulletin of the New 
York experiment station, and summar- 
ized as follows: 

First—A cow fed during ninety-five 
days on a ration from which the fat 
had been nearly all extracted, con- 
tinued to secrete milk similar to that 
produced when fed on the same kinds 
of hay and grain in their normal 
condition. 

Second—tThe yield of milk fat dur- 
ing the ninety-five days was 62.9 
pounds. The food eaten during this 


the improbable increase in the body 
of 104 pounds of water and intestinal 
contents. 

Fourth—During fifty-nine consecu- 
tive days 38.8 pounds of milk fat 
were secreted, and the urine nitrogen 
was equivalent to 33.3 pounds of pro- 
tein. According to any accepted 
method of interpretation not over 
seventeen pounds of fat coul have 
been produced from this amount of 
metabolized protein. 

Fifth—The quantity of milk solids 
secreted bore a definite relation 
neither to digestible protein eaten nor 
to the extent of the protein meta- 
bolized. In view of these facts it is 
suggested that the well-known favor- 
able effect uwon milk secretion of a 
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narrow nutritive ratio is due in part 
to a stimulative, and not wholly to a 
constructive function of the protein. 

Sixth—The composition of the milk 
bore no definite relation to the amount 
and kind of food. 

Seventh—The changes in the pro- 
portion of milk solids were due al- 
most wholly to changes in the per- 
centage of fat.”

Renovated Butter. 


In the Ohio Dairy Conference, 
the Hon. Levi Wells, dairy inspec- 
tor of the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture, spoke on ‘Renovated but- 
ter as a factor in Ohio dairying.” 
He considered, first, its origin; se- 
cond, what it is; third, how placed 
on the market. He said that no one 
ought to complain about renovated 
butter when it is sold for what it is. 
As long as dairymen make butter 
known as “packing stock,” there will 
be renovated butter. Early in the 
nineties some genius began the man- 
ufacture of it. He probably had had 
some experience with oleomargarine 
for the process embodies the same 
idea. It consists in separating the 
fat from all other ingredients of the 
butter, but old, rancid butter fat has 
a bad odor which must be removed. 
This used to be done chemically, but 
now by air, which does not, however, 
remove the putrefaction which caused 
the odor. ‘Chere remains a taste in 
such butter which constitutes its “ear 
marks.”’ Improvement has been 
made, and now the best factories re- 
fuse to use packing stock which has 
deteriorated. ‘The speaker had late- 
ly seen on the market, renovated but- 
ter which would compare favorably 
with creamery butter. 

At present packing stock is worth 
ro cents per pound for butter fat, 
which equals 17!4 cents for butter. 
The difference in these prices shows 
the loss to people who make _ packing 
stock and do not send milk to cream- 
eries. ‘There are 82 factories in the 
United States with a total yearly out- 
put of 54,000,000 lbs. of renovated 
butter. The flavor of the product is 
given to it by adding 50 per cent of 
milk to the melted fat, which is then 
cooled or granulated, and the next 
day worked and packed. In Colum- 
bus it was found wrapped in _ plain 
wrappers and selling for from 20 to 
25 cents. In northern Ohio it is 
wrapped in printed creamery wrap- 
pers and sold for family use. ‘Twelve 
states have laws governing the sale 
of renovated butter and such a law in 
Ohio would protect the legitimate 
sale of dairy products.

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MILK FEVER. 

[Extract from a pamphlet by Z. //. 
Bailey, Cornell, entitled ‘Agricultural 
I;ducation in New York State.’’] 

A single discovery made last year 
by the Faculty of the State Veterinary 
College, as appears from a_ report 
just made to the Legislature, returns 
all this money [$25,000 appropriated 
by the State for the maintenance of 
the Veterinary College,! many times 
to the State. ‘The latest discovery of 
the College is of incalculable value to 
the vast dairy interests of this State. 
‘The ‘owners of cattle know that the 
improvement which in the past cen- 
tury has been effected in the capacity 
of the milch cow has been offset by 
the increasing liability to milk fever—- 
a disease which attacks the best 
milkers only. Nearly all the best 
milkers were attacked and the attacks 
ended fatally in half or two thirds of 
all cases. The dairyman lost at once 


his most valuable cows, his_ best 
milkers, and his highest — breeds. 


Now the New York State Veterinary 
College has recently made the dis- 
covery that cows affected with this 
disease are promptly cured by the dis- 
tension of the udder through the 
injection into the teats of filtered at- 
mospheric air by means of a_ simple 
apparatus like the Davidson syringe 
with an attachment of sterilized rubber 
tubes containing a filter of sterile 
cotton. For the first time in the 
history of the dairy industry it now 
becomes possible to increase in- 
definitely the yield of milch cows 
without exposing them to destruction 
from milk fever, ‘There are in this 
State 1,500,000 milch cows; and if 
their present annual yield be estimated 
at 2,000 quarts each, at a selling price 
of a cent and a half per quart, the 
value of the yearly return would be 
$45,009,000. Now the discovery 
made by the State Veterinary College 
of a simple method of overcoming the 
terrible bane of milk fever will make 
it possible to increase greatly the 
yield from the same number of cows, 


perhaps even to the extent of doubling 
the present returns. 
Inbreeding is 
geous. 
When a breeder mates a mare with 
a stallion that is a near relative to 
her, the number of a common ances- 
tors the produce will have, will be 
much less than one will have that 
was produced by parents not related. 
This is one of the advantages to be 
obtained by inbreeding, provided the 
ancestors to which inbreeding is prac- 
ticed are of the right kind. When 
one can mate two individuals of great 
excellence, possessing constitutional 
vigor and no inherited forms of weak- 
ness, knowing that they are de-

scended from ancestors of much the 
same kind, tracing to a common an- 
cester, then need be little fear of evil 
effects following. Inbreeding is dan- 
gerous when animals lacking consti- 
tutional vigor or that possess undesir- 
able traits in common or that are de- 
scended from a common ancestor, 
marked by some serious fault, are 
mated. ‘There cannot be too few 
crosses to faulty ancestors, while on 
the other hand there may be very 
many crosses to ancestors of the 
right kind; in fact this kind of in- 
breeding not only fails to show any 
evil effects in the individuality of its 
product, but it gives to the breeder a 
greater proportion of animals possess- 
ing with uniformity the particular 
qualities he is desirous of getting.— 
Horse World. 
The American Peanut. 

Every year the peanut crop is be- 
coming more valuable, and while 
almost all Americans are peanut 
fiends, it is evident that the time is 
coming when great inroads will be 
made on the output of their favorite 
nut by its utilization for other pur- 
poses. 

Millions of bushels are now being 
annually used in the old world for 
the production of oil, which is re- 
garded as equal to olive oil. Peanut 
oil has an agreeable taste, and is 
more limpid than olive oil. Already 
the manufacturers of peanut oil in 
this country, and especially in Ten- 
nessee, have announced that the only 
drawback to the oil mills of this coun- 
try is an insufficient supply of pea- 
nuts. Much of the peanut oil is now 
sold as olive oil, and consumers have 
been unable to detect the difference. 

During the years 1861-1862 peanut 
oil was largely manufactured in the 
southern states and was used as a 
lubricant for locomotives, for machin- 
ery of cotton mills, and the house- 
wives were glad to get it to take the 
place of lard. ‘The meal or cake after 
the oil had been pressed out was 
largely used as food and was found 
healthy and palatable. 

It made excellent soup and griddle 
cakes, and largely took the place of 
wheat flour. ‘This meal or cake is 
also a most excellent food for cattle, 
and would perhaps be more valuable 
for this purpose than as a diet for 
human beings. 

Hogs are turned into the fields as 
soon as the crop is harvested, and 
the nuts left in the ground furnish 
sufficient food to last almost the en- 
tire winter. The ‘“razorbacks” get 
down to business when they, get hun- 
gry, and with their long snouts turn 
up and over the ground, finding the 
nuts where they have been pulled 
from the roots.

Such instruc- 
tion is not alone interesting to the 
students but in a most practical way 
teaches them how to tell a good 
animal when they see it, and how to 
avoid buytng a poor one when it is 
offered them. 

Next a visit to the justly celebrated 
herd of Mr. H. A. Moyer, of Moyer- 
dale, where the examination of his 
splendid herd of Black and Whites 
interested the boys until time forced 
them to pass on. 

They next visited the fine herd of 
Mr. F. R. Hazard, whose beautiful 
stables just west of the city are filled 
with choice Swiss animals. Lack of 
time forbade their visiting other herds 
but it is hoped that the Professor will 
soon again bring his class for a_prac- 
tical study of the other good herds of 
cattle in this section of the State.

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Tuberculosis. 
(W. C. Huntington, M. D., Howell, 
Mass. ) 


It is now agreed by those who 
have given the most attention to the 
subject that tubercolosis occurs and 
ends in recovery far more frequently 
than was formerly supposed. Dr. 
Osler, professor of practice of medi- 
cine at Johns Hopkins, in a recent 
lecture before the Phipps Institute at 
Philadelphia, says: ‘The germ of 
tuberculosis is ubiquitous ; few reach 
maturity without infection; none 
reach old age without a focus some- 
where,” and farther on, “The only 
series which we have dealing with 
this question in a satisfactory way is 
in the study of 500 post mortems in 
Prof. Ribbert’s Instttute in Zurich, by 
Naegeli. It is to be borne in mind 
that in his work special examination 
was made of every organ of the body, 
sections were made of all parts with 
the greatest care, and the individual 
lymph glands particularly inspected. 
‘Tuberculosis lesions were found in 
97 percent. of the bodies of adults. 
He gives a very interesting curve 
showing the incidence at different 
ages. Up to the fifteenth year there 
was only 50 per cent., then there was 
a sudden rise in the eighteenth year 
to 96 per cent. with a slow rise, so 
that by the fortieth year a tuberculous 
focus was found in everybody. This 
careful research demonstrates the ex- 
traordinary susceptibility in man to 
tuberculous infection, and an equally 
extraordinary degree of resistance. 
In the tuberculin experiments of 
Franz on healthy Australian soldiers 
a reaction was shown in over 60 per 
cent., so that we must accept the con- 
clusion that tuberculous infection, 
latent tuberculosis, is more extensive 
than the manifest disease.” 

Osler says that von Behring refers 
all tuberculosis to the milk jug, either 
from tuberculous cows or containing 
germs received from the air, that a 
focus is formed, generally in child- 
hood, and remains latent until under 
favorable conditions, it develops into 
active tuberculosis. Osler does not 
fully indorse these views but thinks 
that the germs are usually received 
with the inspired air and when they 
gain a foothold enter at once upon 
their work:which is much or little ac- 
cording to the soil in which they find 
lodgment. 

In view of these differences we 
may perhaps be forgiven for asking, 
Since a focus frequently forms in 
childhood and remains innocuous 
during all the vicissitudes of a long 
life, and since all are affected by it, at 
least once, why is it not frequently 
repeated in either case, and may it 
not be that recovery, as in the case of 
most very contagious diseases, con- 


fers a large measure of immunity ? 
This would certainly be a more com- 
forting view than that of latency. 
Furthermore, since it is proven that 
practically all child-bearing women 
are tuberculous, what need is there to 
make a scapegoat of the dairy cow? 
If. as Koch affirms, human and 
bovine tuberculosis are not the same, 
then the cow is not at fault; but, if, 
as others affirm, they are identical, 
then the same conditions would oc- 
cur in each. How many of the cows 
that respond to the test have anything 
but latent tuberculosis? Practically 
none, except those that show manifest 
symptoms of the disease. If the milk 
of cows with their small per cent. of 
reactions is dangerous, how much 
more dangerous is human milk, and 
what are we coming to? If a_ tuber- 
culous mother will carry a fetus for 
nine months, furnishing from her own 
system everything that enters into it, 
and with their circnlations scarcely 
separated, without infecting it, is it 
reasonable to suppose that she will 
afterwards do so through the mam- 
mary gland and digestive tract ? ‘Too 
many mothers with advanced tuber- 
culosis have nursed their offspring 
without infecting them to indicate 
that nature has made the mammary 
gland an instrument for conveying 
disease. Is not the germ-laden air 
medium sufficient to convey the bacil- 
lus to the exact spot that it is looking 
for ? 

We have always had in_ this 
part of the country, occassionai cases 
of tuberculosis among human beings, 
but although I was born and raised 
here, have practiced medicine here 
thirty-two years, and been interested 
in dairying for eleven years, I have 
never heard of but two cases of 
bovine tuberculosis in this vicinity. 
These occurred on premises previous- 
ly owned and occupied by a consump- 
tive who left on account of his dis- 
ease. His case was chronic and 
probably originated before coming 
upon the premises. So it seems al- 
most conclusive in this case that the 
stable, a very unsanitary one, was in- 
fected by its owner and subsequently 
infected the cows kept in it. 

A car load of Holstein cows was 
recently shipped from here to Canada 
by Mr. Rice. They were picked 
from different herds in all directions, 
and none of them responded to the 
tuberculin .test. Iosco Pride and a 
number of other cows have previous- 
ly been shipped from here by him 
and none of them responded to the 
test. Does this look as though the 
dairy cow was the source of all evil? 
Reasoning, by analogy, from small- 
pox, would lead to the conclusion 
that bovine tuberculosis would be 
less infectious and virulent for human 
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beings than that originating among 
their own kind and would harmonize 
somewhat with Koch’s evidences of 
non-identity. 

It is well to be prudent and care- 
ful, but it is not well to get so fright- 
ened at a phantom as to overlook the 
real danger.

Those Jersey Records. 

The Jersey Bulletin takes excep- 
tions to our announcement of, ‘The 
world’s official seven day _ record 
broken by Aaggie Cornucopia Pau- 
line”, and prints a list, with claimed 
records, of nine Jersey cows, and 
adds: ‘Such as these you have to 
beat, gentlemen, before you begin to 
make world’s records.” 

We notice that five out of the nine 
claimed records in this list, rest solely 
on the statements of their owners, i. e. 
they are private records. The Hol- 
stein people, too, made private rec- 
ords, in the days before the Babcock 
test introduced, that reached 
away up in the 4o’s somewhere, and 
the makers of these records were, no 
doubt, ‘honorable as the 
makers of these Jersey records, but 
they can’t make,any such records 
with the Babcock test. 

We understand that some of these 
Holstein people, who made large pri- 
vate records, are still opposed to the 
Babcock test, the same as the Jersey 


people are. We wonder why this is

so? 

Four of the claimed records in this 
list, however, those of Princess 2d, 
Oxford Kate, Mary Anne of St. Lam- 
bert, and Oonan of Riverside have 
“(official)” printed after them. 

Charlotte Perkins Stetson has a 
little poem entitled, ““What’s That”, 
and like the little person in this poem 
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Iam inclined to ask, 
what’s that ? 

We know what an official Holstein 
test means where the certified amount 
of butter fat, which is an absolute 
product, is given, but this so-called 
“butter” of the Jersey “official” rec- 
ords, where no one knows how much 
butter fat it contains; where no one 
knows how much, that ought to be 
butter fat, is water, or casein, brought 
there possibly, by rennet, or pepsin, 
in the churn; Where no one knows 
what this product, calied butter is, or 
may contain, we think we are entitled 
to ask, “official”, what’s that ? 

Let us inspect these four “official’’ 
records a little farther. Princess 2d, 
it is claimed, made 46 lbs. 12% oz. 
of — shall we call it butter ?—in seven 
days. We wonder why The Jersey 
Bulletin did not quote the amount of 
milk she gave ?

However, the Jersey 
herd book gives her yield of milk at 
299 lbs. 8 oz. If now, we estimate a 
pound of butter to contain .857 of a 
pound of butter fat, the same esti- 
mate that is used in computing Hol- 
stein butter records, this would give 
her 40.1 lbs. of butter fat, and this 


divided by the pounds of milk— 
299 !4—gives 13.39 per cent butter 


fat. (xford Kate gave 24814 pounds 
of milk, and is credited with 39 34 lbs. 
of butter. 
show her milk to have contained 13.- 


A similar estimate would 
69 per cent butter fat. Mary Anne 
of St. Lambert, gave 245 lbs. of milk 
and is credited with 36 lbs. 1214 oz. 
of butter, her per cent of butter fat 
would be 12.86. Oonan of Riverside 
gave 237 lbs. of milk and is credited 
with 351% lbs. of butter. Her per 
cent. of butter fat would be 12.38. 

Now, gentlemen, if you have got 
any Jersey cows that will test any 
such per cent of fat, on the amounts 
of milk, as given in the Herd Book, 
trot them out, and we will take off 
our hat to the Jerseys, until then,— 
“nit”. 

But suppose these so-called records 
would stand the searchlight of investi- 
gation, the facts would still show the 
breed in a very deplorable condition, 
for, let it be noted, that the three first 
records quoted were made, or said to 
be made, in the year 1885, the last one, 
in 1895, or ten years later. This ten 
years shows a drop of 26 per cent. 
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Between this record of 1895, and the 
best record of the present year there 
is another yawning precipice. ‘“Be- 
hold, what a falling off is here !” 

Our advice, gentlemen, is to no 
longer base your claims to superiority 
on any such flimsy pretenses of rec- 
ords, but adopt the Babcock test, and 
make some honest records, records 
that will staud investigation, and for 
which you will not have to blush to 
defend.

Beet Juice for Alcohol. 


A letter from Menominee, Mich., 
says that the Bay City Chemical Co. 
has closed a contract with the Me- 
nominee River Sugar Co. by which it 
will secure the juice of the sugar 
beets ground at the Menominee plant 
after the sugar has been extracted. 
The juice is being stored in large 
tanks, and will be shipped to Bay 
City to enter into the manufacture of 
alcohol. Four years ago this juice 
went to waste at the ‘sugar plant. 
Then some one discovered its value, 
a big chemical plant was erected at 
Bay City, and contracts for juice 
were secured from 16 of the 17 sugar 
factories in Michigan. The plant 
has a capacity of 120,000 gallons of 
alcohol a day, and last year paid in 
revenue to the govermment more 
than $1,500,000.

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The Cattle of the United States. 


The Census of 1900 showed in the 
country 69,438,758 cattle. They were 
divided as follows: Cows kept for 
milk 18,112,707, cows not kept for 
milk 11,667,909, yearling heifers 7,- 
263,433, and calves steers and bulls 
32,394,709. Of fhe total there were 
67,822,336 head on farms or ranges, 
and 1,916,422 head in towns and 
cities.

The Department of Agriculture of 
the Canadian government has estab- 
lished eighteen creameries through- 
out the territories, besides various 
skimming and cream collecting agen- 
cies. Managers appointed by the 
government take entire charge of the 
making and selling of the butter. 
Each month the farmer receives 10 
cents a pound for the butter for 
which he has supplied the material, 
the rest being paid to him at the end 
of the year. A deduction of 1 cent a 
pound is made to repay the original 
government loan with which the 
creamery was established. 

A further contribution toward wip- 
ing out this debt comes fron the sur- 
plus which remains after all the man- 
ufacturing charges are met. Four 
cents a pound is deducted for these, 
and this amount has been found to 
be more than enough. From these 
two sources, some of the concerns 
have already repaid entirely the gov- 
ernment loan. When this is accom- 
plished, the surplus from the manu- 
facturing charge of 4 cents a pound 
is distributed among the farmers who 
supply the cream. The butter output 
of these sixteen creameries was 677,- 
125 pounds in 1902. ‘The largest 
one produced 124,419 pounds. 
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OrvictaL Recorps or Hoisrein-FRmsitAn Cows. 
45 Cows. From March 15 to March 24, 1904. 

The following is a brief summary of the official records of Holstein-Friesian cows that have been approved 
from March 15 to March 24, a period of nine days. 

‘These records are made under the supervision of agricultural experiment stations and the butter is esti- 
mated on the basis 85.7 per cent. of a pound of fat to a pound of finished butter, the rule of the American Associa- 
tion of Agricultural College and Experiment Stations. 

During this period 43 seven-day records, four fourteen-day records and five thirty-day records, have been 
registered. ‘he largest seven-day record was of a full age cow at 22 lbs. 13.2 oz. butter. Her test was continued 
thirty days and resulted in the production of 2,152.7 lbs. milk, containing 77.033 lbs., butter fat equivalent to 89 lbs., 
14 oz. butter, a triffe less than three pounds a day. Another full-age cow produced in thirty days 1,897 lbs. milk 
containing 72.198 lbs. butter fat equivalent to 84 lbs., 3.7 oz. butter. A four year-old in the same length of time 
produced 1,654.4 lbs. milk containing 64.905 Ibs. fat equivalent to 75 Ibs. 11.6 oz. butter and a three-year-old made 
a record in thirty days of 1,676.2 lbs. milk 56.271 Ibs. fat and 65 lbs. 10.4 oz. butter.

Of the seven-day records, twelve full-age cows averaged, age 6 y. 10. m. 25 d. from calving 21: Milk 434.8 
lbs., butter fat 15.011 lbs., equivalent butter, 17 Ibs. 8.2 oz. Seven four-year olds averaged, age 4 y. 3 m. 28 d., 
days from calving 17: Milk 445.4 lbs., butter fat 16.435 lbs., equivalent butter, 19 lbs., 2.8 oz. Eight three-year- 
olds averaged, age 3 y. 5 m. 16 d., days from calving 53: Milk 348.2 lbs., butter fat 11.845 lbs., equivalent butter, 
13 lbs. 13.1 oz. Eleven classed as two-year-olds averaged, age 2 y. 5 m. 19 d., days from calving 28: Milk 313.7 
lbs., butter fat 10.306 lbs., equivalent butter, 12 lbs., 0.4 oz. 

The phenomenal record of this period was that of Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline 48426, she freshened at 4 years, 
11 months, 4 days of age. Eleven days thereafter she commenced a thirty-day record in which she produced 
2,640.3 lbs. milk, average per cent fat 4.17, highest per cent fat 5.4 containing 110.093 Ibs. butter fat, equivalent to 
128 lbs. 7.1 oz. butter, an average of 88 lbs. milk, 3.67 lbs. fat, equivalent to 4 lbs. 4.5 oz. butter per day. Her 
highest production for seven consecutive days was 659.2 lbs. milk, average per cent fat 4.17, highest per cent fat 
5.1. 27.459 lbs. fat, equivalent to 32 lbs. 0.6 oz. butter. Without doubt, these records are larger than those of any 
cow heretofore tested. She was re-tested on two different occasions. In a re-test the cow is constantly kept under 
watch night and day by two officials from an experiment station. This is for the purpose of guarding against at- 
tempts to inject milk, or cream, or other material into the udder. The first re-test was made twenty-two days after 
freshening. During twenty-four hours she produced go.8 lbs. milk, 3.811 lbs. fat, equivalent to 4 lbs. 7.1 oz. butter. 
The second re-test commenced thirty-six days after freshening and was forty-eight hours, during which she produced 
176.95 lbs. milk, 6.881 Ibs. fat, equivalent to 8 lbs. 0.4 oz. butter, an average of 4 lbs. 0.2 oz. per day. In the 
night time of the last re-test a lighted lantern was suspended in front of der. In the official report of this re-test the 
opinion is expressed that her production was thus diminished.
